In  response  to  your  request  for  a  report  on 


the  work  of  Mr.  W.  Eoward  Batten,  a  student  repeating  his  First 
Year  in  Medicine,  I  have  made  enquiries  from  the  various  Professors 
and  regret  that  their  account  of  his  work  is  not  encouraging. 

Professor  Allan  stated  that  in  Chemistry  he  did  not  appear  in 
the  laboratory  until  two  weeks  after  registering  and  he  has  since 
missed  a  couple  of  periods;  now  that  he  knows  his  case,  he  will 
watch  his  work  carefully  and  will  make  an  effort  to  keep  him  at  it. 

In  the  Department  of  Biology,  including  also  Mammalian  Anatomy 
and  Histology,  the  report  was  that  his  attendance  was  irregular  and 
his  work  when  in  attendance  was  not  good. 

In  Physics  he  has  already  missed  two  or  three  periods,  which  he 
could  and  should  make  up,  as  these  omissions  pull  down  his  labora¬ 
tory  mark;  his  work  when  in  attendance  was  quite  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Batten  registered  late  and  that  might  account  for  some  of 
the  absent  periods  marked  against  him;  however,  he  was  registered 
on  October  7th  and  did  not  appear  for  work  in  Chemistry  until  the 
23rd  of  October,  indeed  it  seems  to  have  been  around  this  date  that 
he  decided  to  begin  his  work  in  most  of  the  departments.
